Lebanese President Amin 
Jemavel’s regime appeared on 
the verge of collapse last night 
as pro-Syrian opposition forces 
consolidated their hold on most 
of West Beirut. Shiite leader 
Nabih Berri meanwhile joined 
Druse leader Walid Jumblatt in 
calling for Jemayel's resignation. 


“The only way now is to find a 
new president,” Berri told reporters 
in Beirut yesterday after he and his 
fellow opposition leaders spurned 
Jemayel’s latest peace proposals, 


which were announced on Sunday. 

This was the first time Berri has 
said Jemays] must go, echoing ade- 
mand made several times over the 
past few days by Jumblatt and 
repeated once again yesierday in 
Damascus, 

Significantly. Syria has yet to 
openly endorse the opposition call 
for Jemayel’s resignation — and this 
could provide the embattled presi- 
dent with his last hope for political 
survival. 

A high-level delegation of conser- 
vative Lebanese Moslem politicians 
— including former prime ministers 
Takieddin al-Solh, Salim al-Hoss 
and Rashid al-Solh — was in 
Damascus last night in a last-ditch 
effort to hummer cut an accommoda- 


tion between Jemayel and the 
Svrians. 

The Syrians were plainly ready to 
talk to the delegation, which has 
already met with Foreign Minister 
Abdul-Halim Khaddam, The 
Lebanese are expected to meet with 
President Hafez Assad today. 

But there was no indication that 
Assad is about to soften the de- 
mands he has been making on 
Jemaye!l — including the scrapping 
of last May's agreement with Israel. 

Jemayel has so far refused to 
meet this demand, with the Israel- 
Lebanese pact taking on deep sym- 
bolic significance for both sides as 
acknowledgment of Lebanon's in- 
dependent pro-Western stance, 
rather than a subservient pro-Syrian 


and pro-Arab orientation. 

But with the latest reverses suf- 
fered by the Lebanese Army in 
yesterday's fighting, Jemayel may 
find it difficult to maintain this posi- 
tion much longer. 

His resistance to the Syrian de- 
mand has been very largely based 
on Washington's support both for 
the continued independence of his 
regime and for the pact it was in- 
strumental in achieving. With the 
U.S. Marines at Beirut’s inter- 
national airport now completely cut 
cif by the opposition mititias, this 
support is likely to be much less ef- 
fective than in the past, unless the 
Americans are prepared to 
significantly step up their involve- 
ment in the fighting.

Insurgents capture 


BEIRUT (AP). — Anti-government 
militiamen seized most of Moslem 
West Beirut in street battles with 
the Lebanese Army yesterday and 
demanded the resignation of Presi- 
dent Amin Jemayel.

Fires burned out of control in 
several neighbourhoods. Police said 
at least 17 peuple were killed and 60

The casualties pushed the overall 
toll to more than 90 dead and more 
than 300 wounded since the current 
round of civil war broke out last 
Thursday, pitting the army and 
rightist Christian Phalange Party 
militiamen against Shiite and Druse.

Traffic bill makes doctors report unfit drivers 


Doctors and clinical psy- 
chologists may soon have to report 
to the authorities whether mentally 
ill or emotionally disturbed patients, 
or those suffering a physiological 
balance impairment, have a driver's 
licence. 

This is one of the provisions of a 
hill amending the Traffic Qr- 
dinance, submitted by Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu, which passed 
its first reading yesterday and was 
referred to the Knesset Economic 
Committee. 


At present, doctors must only 


report such information with 
Tespect to the drivers of public vehi- 
cles. According to the present law 
and the proposed amendment, the 
information must be reported if the 
doctor believes that his patient's 
problems could affect his driving 
ability. 

Corfu criticized MKs who said 
this provision would constitute an 
unwarranted infringement of such 
persons’ rights. Leniency was uncal- 
led for. he said, since the potential 
victims of such drivers also had 


rights. 


Alignment to probe 
Lebanon war briefings

Acting at the suggestion of 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres, the Alignment’s Knesset 
caucus yesterday decided that two 
members of the faction who serve 
on the Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee should review the ad- 
vance briefings the committee 
received during Operation Peace 
for Galilee and check whether the 
actual field operations coincided 
with those briefings. 


The conduct of various stages of 
the war has become a prime 
political issue in recent days, with 
the publication of two books sug- 
gesting that (hen defence minister, 
Ariel Sharon, gave incomplete 
briefings to the cabinet and Knesset 
body regarding certain operations. 

On Wednesday, the Knesset is ex- 
pected to hear a motion for the 
agenda un this subject. 


Yitzhak Rabin told the Alignment 
caucus: “Our argument over the 
Lebunese war is not with one or two 


members of the cabinet at that time 
— Begin and Sharon — but with the 
entire government and its demented 
judgment (of security matters) that 
led it to decide on going to war. Our 
argument is also with the aims the 


_ government set for itself once we in- 


vaded Lebanon, and whether those 
aims have or have not been 
achieved.” 

Alignment faction chairman 
Moshe Shahal said the Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee 
should launch a ‘“‘basic in- 
vestigation” into the war, to deter- 
mine precisely how and why certain 
decisions were taken. 

If the committee refuses to do so, 
Shahui added, the Alignment should 
establish a public investigation com- 
mission of its own, made up of 
prominent persons such as retired 
Judges. Shahal insisted that the two 
books about the war “make it as 
clear as day that vital information 
was withheld from the committee 
and the cabinet,” and that “Ariel 
Sharon aimed for a Syrian-Israeli 
confrontation.”

Labour activists call for settlement freeze

A group of young Labour Party 
aclivists yesterday published a 
proposal calling for a freeze on all 
further settlement in the West Bank 
and Gaza. They also urged the dis- 
solution of the civil administaration 
and the relaxation of economic con- 
trols on Palestinian entrepreneurs 
as part of an overall plan to en- 
courage Palestinian, Jordanian and 
Egyptian participation in the peace 
process, 

The four-page proposal, drawn 
up by the, Mashov group of 30 
generally ‘dovish ᾿ activists in the 
Labour Party, is due to be presented 
to the Labdur Party’ Central Coin- 
mittee for discussion in the hope 
that it will be adopted as Labour 
Party policy. 

According to Yossi Beilin of 


Mashov, the Labour Party has not 
had a serious discussion of policy 
alternatives regarding the territories 
since 1972, If he and his associates 
can collect 100 signatures the 
central committeé will have to dis- 
cuss their proposal. 

Beilin was confident that 70 ad- 
ditional signatures could be found 
but acknowledged that it was far 
from certain that the central com- 
mittee would adopt the proposals, 
which are far more dovish than 
much of current Labour Party 
policy.

Eleven persons were injured in 
the blaze, which destroyed the up- 
per floors. 

Avner Mordechai, Beersheba 
area fire chief, told The Post that 
arson or sabotage have not been 
ruled out as causes, “All the pos- 
sibilities are still open,” he said, ad- 
ding there is no way of knowing yet 
how the fire began. 

“The hotel has a licence from us 
and has always complied with our 
safety regulations. 1 don't think 


there were any serious shertcom-_ 


ings in the hotel's safety 
procedures,” Mordechai said. 

The hotel was equipped with sm- 
oke detectors, he said, and the fire 
department is investigating whether 
they were working when the fire 
broke out. 

Another question under in- 
vestigation is why the Beersheba 
fire station was alerted only after 


the first fire truck, arrived frem the 
nearby Tamar local council. 
Negev police conmander Haim 
Elbaldes said that although official- 
ly he can wait with the police invs- 
stigation until the fire department 
presents its findings, he has already 
instructed his men to question the 
hotel workers and guests, “Thus, if 
there is reason to suspect foul play, 


we are prepared.”

Hammer rejects 
increase in TV fee

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer, the minister responsible for 
the Broadcasting Aathority, this 
evening rejected a request by the 
authority's executive for a large in- 
crease in radio and television 
licence fees. The authority had 
sought to increase the fees to 
188.650 a year, with a first payment 
of 182,700 due in April. 

Explaining his rejection, Hammer 
said that a proposal is now before 
the cabinet to discuss general policy 
on price increases, Therefore, he 
said, it would be inappropriate to 
approve a free increase before the 
cabinet discussion and any deci- 
sions it might make. 


The fee increases must be ap- 
proved by the Education Ministry 
and the Knesset Finance Commit- 
tee before they can take effect. 


Ethiopia expels 
US. diplomats 


NAIROBI (Reuter). — Ethiopian 
authorities have expelled several 
diplomats from the U.S. Embassy in 
Addis Ababa, diplomatic sources 
said yesterday. 

The sources, contacted in Addis 
Ababa and Nairobi, said the 
diplomats had left the Ethiopian 
capital over the past few days after 
being given short notice to quit the 
country. 

The exact number of diplomats 
involved ard the reasons for their 
expulsion were not immediately dis- 
closed. 

One source said only two of the 
six fully accredited diplomatic staff 
now remain at the U.S. Embassy in 
Addis Ababa. The embassy has had 
a skeleton staff since 1980 when 
Washington withdrew its ambas- 
sador at Ethiopia's request.

Tavori and other 
council members received letters 
informing them that a religious ban 
(herem) had been put upon them. 


Swastikas were painted on the wall 
of the religious council and the 
fence of the chief rabbis house. 

The head of the religious front 
and the municipal coalition, 
Avraham Marmorstein, said yester- 
day he doubted the legality of the 
amendment, which authorizes the 
mayor to open businesses and enter- 
tainment places on holidays and 
other days. 

Marmostein said the religious 
front would fight the amendment in 
legal ways, such as demonstrations, 
but not with violence. 

Tavori said he did not pass the 
amendment to annoy the religious 
public and would see to it that no 
entertainment or other establish- 
ment would operate on the Sabbath 
near religious neighbourhoods. 
However, people have a right to 
choose how to spend the weekend, 
and now such a choice will be 
available in Petah Tikva, he siad.

‘Desert 
sailing 


NEGEV NOTEBOOK

WHAT DO people in the desert do 
when winter turns warm and sunny? 


. They go sailing, of course. _ 


he camel is sometimes called 
the ship of the‘desert, but we're not 
“italking about a gliding roll across 
the dunes. In this case, the boats are 
real enough, and so — incredibly — 
is the water, 

There are 32 water reservoirs in 
the Negev, as well as four stations 
for the National Water Carrier. 
Some of these reservoirs are small, 
but some, like the one I saw at Kib- 
butz Beit Kama north of Beersheba, 
are very large, Last year, owing to 
the plentiful rains, the reservoir was 
full to overflowing and I had to take 
the photo shown here to prove the 
story to my friends, who were 
naturally sceptical. It is indeed an un- 
realistic sight, watching sailboats, 
rowboats and windsurfers — in the 
middle of the desert! " 

Yitzhak Wolf, who is responsible 
for that reservoir and for many 
others told me that Beit Kama is his 
“oldest child."" But, unlike his 18- 

year-old daughter who recently 
married, the reservoir is “alone and 
lonely,” as this year’s precipitations 
have been poor. 

Israel's land reserves are in the 
south and the water is in the north. 
This led Israel to develop its first 
ambitious national project, the 
water carrier, Each year, it was 
recently disclosed here in a sym- 
posium to mark Nature Protection 
Week, nearly 200m. cu.m, of water 
are brought to the Negev for 
agriculture and industry alone (I use 
a mere 30 cu.m. of water a year in 
my home). 


OVER THE next four years (the 
budget may be cut bit the project 
tr ill be implemented, even if it takes 
longer), a new pipeline will reach 
the southern region, carrying 
treated sewage from the central 
region. The water will be used for 
agriculture, and will in the end 
cover nearly half the need. 
Meanwhile, many kibbutzim are 
constructing reservoirs to tra 
rainwater and floodwater, Wolf, 
who is in charge of the Negev's 
water projects for the Jewish 


Agency, and, τῆς, Ministry, of. . 


Agriculture (the two bodies work 


together in the southern region, the - .

money is néver used for projects 
beyond the pre-!967 borders), told 
me jast week that there were almost 
no floodwaters to trap this winter. 
But the other reservoirs are slowly 
filling up. 

He took me to see a giant reser- 
voir, which can hold a million cu, m. 
of water, built jointly by Kibbutz 
Be’eri and Kibbutz Nirim, to trap 
the water flowing in the Besor 
basin. The water is a bonus, because 
it is not considered part of any 
water allotment, Thus, a kibbutz 
with a water reservoir of its own (an 
expensive proposition in the short 
run) can expand its crop production 
and diversify. “The only way to 
grow is through more fields and new 
ideas,” explained one kibbutznik. 

Although the water is only used in 
irrigation, some people are not hap- 
Py to see boats on the reservoirs, 
and some kibbutzim have banned 
boating altogether. 

There is no sailing this year, said 
Wolf, simply because the reservoirs 
are not very inviting just now. 

Two more projects are under 
way: a reservoir for Ashkelon and 
one for Eilat. Wolf hopes the budget 
axe will ‘not fall on them. He has 
plans for two or three more reser- 
voirs and says he is “fighting” for 
them. The most recently-completed 
reservoir is in Sderot in the western 
Negev. 

I ASKED Dov Mills, head of 
Beersheba's meteorology station,

First of all, he advised, the cor- 


rect term is not rain, but precipita- 
tion. So far this winter, there have 
been 75.6mm. of precipitation in 
the Negev, or 60 per cent of the 
125mm. usually expected by the end 
of January. “But the temperatures 
have been normal for this time of 
year, quite pleasant, and in January 
there were an extra 17mm. of 
precipitation above the annual 


average.” 7 ν᾿ 
include real rain and 

the lightest of showers. The station, 
situated in the Institute for Applied 
Research at Ben-Gurion Univer- 
sity, measures everything carefully. 

Mills explained that precipitation 
alone is not enough for a good 
harvest. After the rainy season, the 
factor to consider is the rate of 
evaporation from the soil. Thus, an 
unusually hot spring can be no less 
damaging than poor precipitation. 

“Before there were drought com- 
pensations, the Beduin would never 
plant before the rains, Jews plant in 
November, and: wait to see what 
happens.” If the rains fail to come, 
as was the case this winter, they 
plough the fields under and plant 
again. 


HOW IS drought determined? This 
is an important question for farmers 
in dry years, when the crops are ex- 
pected to yield only a fraction of 
what they had hoped. In the 
Ministry of Agriculture, the an- 
nouncement is not made in haste, 
and osually. the decision as to:

Eldad Gissin, southern district 
director of the ministry, told me 
that “those who deserve it will get 
compensation if and when drought 
is officially proclaimed.” He admit- 
ted that this year, the best those 
farmers who did not irrigate their 
wheat fields can hope for is a yield 
of 100kg. per dunam, down from the 
usual 400kg. 

The Mekorot water company to- 
day supplies 3.5m. cu.m. of water to 
irrigate fields thirsty for precipita- 
tions, There are nearly half a million 
dunams of wheat and barley in the 
Negev. Last year, they were verdant 
and beautiful. This year they are 
scruffy. 


WHEN I first came to Beersheba 
eight years ago, I lived on the edge 
of the city. 1 still live in the same 
house, but two new neighbourhoods 
now stand between me and the 
desert. Eight years ago, I used to 
take frequent walks in the nearby 
desert with friends and our dogs. 
One winter, we noticed that all 
around us everything was green. 
Nowhere was there a stretch of bare 
sand. “How amazing,” we ex- 
claimed in wonder and awe, 
“Although there is no one around, 
God has planted this beautiful grass

Misplaced spotlight on Safad. 


SAFAD isn't a place that makes 
much news, But in the last month or 
so the quaint hillside town got more 
than its share of mention, Not, 
however, because of the beauty of 
its natural setting or the aura that 
surrounds this traditional home of 
Jewish mysticism. The mentions 
were of. another sort, and there 
wasn't anything pretty about them. 

Within a few days most of Israel 
was convinced that there was an 
outright confrontation between the 
black skinned Jews of Ethiopia at 
the Safad Absorption Centre and 
the black garbed religious Jews of 


ἘΣ the haredi (ultra-Orthodox) sect in 


the town. From the material that 
was broadcast, one really didn't 
know what to expect. Certainly one 
expected to find trouble. 

The newly-elected mayor of 
Safad, Zeev Pearl, laughed when 
asked about the reports. ‘There 
hasn't been any trouble and I doubt 


that there will-be,” he said. “One . 


person, serving whatever aims, 
wrate some letters and talked to the 
people from television. That's all.” 
Later, after speaking to a large 
number of people, of both com- 
munities, it proved that the mayor 
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was correct. There isn’t any trouble. 

There is, however, a certain 
amount of fear, and it was this fear 
that gave rise to the activities of 
Moshe Blau, ἃ man of the haredi 
community who wrote letters to the 


‘various government offices and to 


the media. Speaking as if he were 
the representative of his community 
Blau said that the community did 
fot want the Ethiopians in Safad. 

Blau was also extensively inter- 
viewed by journalists and in all 
cases spoke as if he represented a 
large following. In fact this follow- 
ing does not exist, and Blau was 
reprimanded both by his own rabbi 
and by the chief Rabbi of Safad, 
Rabbi Simha Kaplan. Kaplan told a 
group of concerned Safad residents 
that he deplored the entire issue and 
opposed the actions of Moshe Blau. 
He also reaffirmed the rabbinical 
tuling stating that the Jews of 
Ethiopia are just that, Jews. 

What appears to be one of the 
real reasons for the actions of 
Moshe Blau was that he and others 
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in Safad claim that the building in 
which the absorption centre is cur- 
rently located had been promised to 
Agudat Yisrael by the Housing 
Ministry a year or so ago. They 
claim that the building was then 
given over for an absorption centre 
without their having been told 
anything about it. 


THE JEWS of Ethiopia don’t like 
the term “Falasha,” by which they 
are commonly known. They point 
out that this appelative was at- 
tached to them by others, coming 
from the Semitic word “polesh,” 
the one who breaks in, the outsider. 
They call themselves Beta-Israel, 
the House of Israel, and prefer to be 
known as Ethiopian Jews. 

There are only some 30 families 
at the absorption centre in Safad. 
Other small groups around Israel 
are living through their period of 
absorption in similar circumstances. 

What was evident in Safad was a 
lot of people who are deeply con- 
cerned over this recent flurry of at- 
tention. They know that in the ab- 
sorption of any divergent group 
there are problems. But there were 
a lot more Aaredi sect members like 
Dr. Bernard Woolf — who is col- 
lecting gifts of clothing for the 
Ethiopian immigrants and had been 
to visit them (and been invited 
back) — than the Moshe Blau 
variety. 

David Bedin, social worker and 
organizer of the Safad Community 
Building and Development Founda- 
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tion, also is concerned, about these 
matters. He doesn't deny that the 
rigid attitude on the part of some 
members of the Aaredi community 
makes them fear the newer, dark 
skinned residents. He knows just 
how hard it is for some to accept 
that these Jews are really Jews at all, 

But the Jews of Ethiopia have no 
doubts about their Jewishness. 
Now, being dragged willy-nilly into 
ἃ new culture, one might even say a 
new century, they are afraid that the 
erosion of traditional values and 
tribal life may harm the cohesive 
patterns they have always knowsi. 

Many of the Aaredi community 
feel that the absorption of the 
Ethiopian Jews is a test of their own 
faith and their own Jewish identity. 
They say that if they cannot live 
with these so very different’ Jews, 
then they themselves must reassess 
their own attitudes. 

That's what one finds in Safad 
today...thoughtfulness and a desire 
to prove that Jews are one people. 
Perhaps the warning sounded was in 
good place.” some say. Thank 
heavens nothing happened. There 
was one man who made some trou- 
ble, and the media paid him more 
attention than he deserved. But in 
the end there's no resistance to the 
absorption of the Jews of Ethiopia 
in Safad. The mayor, speaking for 
the city, made that clear. 

“When the Ethiopian Jews leave 
the absorption centre, we hope they 
will decide to stay in Safad. There 
are flats here, and we hope there 
will soon be more jobs. ‘We intend 
to make them as attractive an offer 
to become residents as they will get 
from any other town.”

AN EVENING with Varda Nishci is 
not so much a concert or a recital as 
a meeting between friends. The 
church refectory provided a 
suitably intimate setting for the 
pianist to convey the joys of.music.

points and reflect a hero-worship of . 


J.S. Bach. While one may 
sometimes dispute certain in- 
terpretational details, one cannot 
deny her impressive knowledge and 
scholarship. Why she has to find an 
excuse to perform Mozart (a week 
after his 228th birthday!) is difficult 
to understand, Unfortunately, her 
performance of this music did not 
convince, as does her playing of 
Bach. 

Varda Nishri's choices were 
almost entirely pieces by the

Builders pressed against the wall

TEL AVIV. — Many of the’130,000 
building workers may lose their jobs 
and contractors may go out of 
business, unless the government 
rescues the construction industry 
from the effects of last October's 
change of economic policy, leaders 
in the ficld told reporters here 
yesterday, 

Shraga Rothman of Sole! Boneh, 
who is also chairman of the 
Builders’ Institute, said the building 
trades are the first hit by economic 
crises. “A building worker from 
Kiryat Shmona or Ofakim who loses 
his job has no alternative employ- 
ment in his home town,” Rothman 
said. 

David Stern, president of the 
Contractors Centre, explained that 
contractors are now “stuck” with 
contracts which were signed when 
inflation was 90 to 120 per cent. 
With inflation of [80 to 200 per 
cent, and the dollar going up faster 
than the building index, the con- 
tractors are losing money, he said. 
“Mafiy contractors calculated bids 


with between 3 and 5 per cent 
profit. Some submitted bids with no 
profit, just to keep their workers 
and equipment employed while 
waiting for better times," he said. 

The contractors want a one-time 
15 per cent compensatory incre- 
ment on their contracts with the 
government, public agencies and 
private companies. They also want 
to be paid in less than the current 
45-day credit period so that the 
value of their money will not be lost 
by the time they get it. 

They want their payments linked 
to the dollar (though they will settie 
for the building prices index) on the 
date of payment, not the date of the 
bills they submit periodically during 
construction. Supplicrs no longer 
give them such good credit terms, 
Stern explained, and builders can- 
not go on paying high interest and 
absorbing rising costs. 

A few hours after the press con- 
ference the contractors held an 
emergency meeting at which these 
issues were discussed further. They 
want to meet with the Finance 


Minister and. if they get no satisfac- 
tion from him, with the Prime 
Minister. “We are not wage earners 
who can go on strike,” Stern said, 
“but at the same time we cannot go 
on working this way. Unless the 
situation changes within two weeks, 
we will consider strong protest 
measures." 

David Friedman, representing 
operators of heavy mechanical 
equipment, complained that such 
equipment provided by the U.S.. 
supposedly for emergency use, is 
being used on a day to day basis by 
the Ministry of Defence to do work 
civilian contractors could do. 
“Then, in time of emergency, they 
will mobilize our equipment even 
though they promised us they 
wouldn't,” he said. “The govern- 
ment should not be in competition 
with us." 

In a similar vein David Stern 
complained that apartments which 
the contractors built for the govern- 
ment were fater sold to the public at 
low prices which undercut private 
contractors. 


Israelis among world’s best savers 


TEL AVIV, — Most outsiders find it 
difficult to understand how the 
average Israeli is able to maintain 
his relatively high standard of living, 
Statistics generally do not offer an 
adequate explanation, since the in- 
come and expenditure figures just 
do not match. The average income 
is the equivalent of some $600 a 
month, while a family's expenses 
are easily twice that figure. 

Especially now since the banks 
have overpriced money, the answer 
is not to be found in statistics of 
bank overdrafts. Rather it should be 
looked for under the heading of sav- 
ings. Alsa, nore than 10 per cent of 
Israeli families are recipients of sub- 
stantial German restitution funds. 

Moreover, Israelis are among the 
world's mast successful savers. Over 
the years the average individual has 
managed to save some 17 per cent 
of his dispesable income. These 
funds have been directed into 
various savings and investment 
plans. 

More recently, in the latter part 
of 1983, the public has accumulated 
some $2 billion worth of Patam,, 
local resident foreign currency ac- 
counts. The total of Patam balances 
is now about 540. Savings schemes, 
pension funds and securities ac- 
count for the greater part of peo- 
ple’s savings and account for an ad- 
ditional Sib. 

In 1584 no less than 3.5b. worth of 
savings schemes and government is- 
sued index-linked bonds will 
mature. If one puts all of these sav- 
ings together into one lump sum 
they will easily represent the 
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equivalent of 50 per cent of the an- 
nual budget, which amounts to 
5210. 

The large investments in the 
hands of the public form a protec- 
tive layer which allows the Israeli to 
earn less from his work and yet live 
on the same relatively high standard 
to which he has grown accustomed, 

The government, which coilects 
taxes on shrinking earnings and not 
on savings, is finding it difficult to 
cover budgetary expenditures. 
However, the government is equally 
insulated from the necessity of 
scrimping. The current proposed 
economic and military grants from 
the U.S. total some $2.25b. Un- 
doubtedly a part of this largesse will 
be applied to paying off short-term 
debts and interest on long-term 
debts, 


Apparently the American govern- 
ment is beginning to understand the 
local financial structure. However, 
in an American presidential elec- 
tion year, it is more than likely that 
talks of tying the release of grant 
funds to specific recommmenda- 
tions will remain in the field of ad- 
vice — and no more than that.

problems, However the gap 
between understanding and action 
is vast. 

No coalition government, es- 
pecially one based on a slim ma- 
jority, is prepared to undertake the 
unpleasant steps which alone can 
set the economy on the right course. 
> Since our elected representatives 
will not take the necessary steps it 
will be up to the public to give a suf- 
ficiently large majority to one party 
so that it can act without constant 
fear of losing its mandate. 

A case in point is Great Britain, 
where Margaret Thatcher has suc- 
cessfully turned the economy in the 
right direction. Ronald Reagan did 
it in the U.S., and his prospects for 
re-election have been greatly 
enhanced 

The lessons of how other 
countries revive their economies 
Should not be lost on us. The price 
of building a strong, modern nation 
has been great in terms of personal 
sacrifice. With a minimum of effort 
Israel could be an economically 
viable entity, whose income is built 
on high-technology exports. 
Economic events have their own 
dynamics. ΕΓ allowed to develop un- 
checked, the current trends will 
result in reaching the point of no 
“return, the point past which coriven- 
tional remedies will no longer.be-ef- 
fective. For those who fail to un- 
derstand the implications, it should 
be spelled out that at stake is 
Israel's economic and political in- 
dependence.

With the excep- 
tion of last week's three-day rally, 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange has 
been experiencing a period of 
Stagnation which began exactly four 
months ago, when trading was stop- 
ped for a fortnight. 


The “bear market” which began

stabilization of the bank shares had 
reached a nadir, with most shares 
having fallen by 70-80 per cent in 
real terms. 


Triggering yesterday's rally was 


the Treasury announcement that it - 


was taking a variety of steps to 
bolster the capital market, Prior to 
that the banking community had 
lowered interest rates on certain 
overdrafts. These factors, coupled 
with an underlying desire by the 
public “to make a quick buck” were 
apparently sufficient to draw in in- 
dividual investors. 


Members of the banking com- 
munity reported that cliénts had 
been visiting the offices of their 
securities departments, and that a 
small flow of buy orders was felt.

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The sad closing chapters 


DURING the past two days Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
has made it repeatedly clear that Israel is now set to leave 
Lebanon. 

From Mr. Shamir’s failure expressly to link such an Israeli 
troop pullback to a Syrian withdrawal, it could readily be in- 
ferred that Jerusalem would act even if Damascus decided to 
keep its own forces in Lebanon. At the same time the premier 
went out of his way to emphasize that the IDF's evacuation of 
Lebanon would not be affected by the fortunes of President 
Amin Jemayel’s collapsing regime. 

The only condition for an Isrueti pullback. he suid. was 
“that the security of our northern border be assured.” 

This is a wise policy, even if — or rather because — it 
suggests the final abandonment of the grandiose ambitions 
that motivated the government's — or more precisely Ariel 
Sharon's — design for a Lebanese war: the reconstruction of 
the Lund of the Cedars us an effectively Muronite-ruled state 
allied with Israel. and the ouster of Syria und all Syrian in- 
fluence from Lebanon. Israel's purpose is now being officially. 
modestly — and properly — defined as security. 

The trouble is that the circumstances are now less 
propitious for guaranteeing the peace of Galilee than they 
were on June 6, 1982, when the IDF crossed the border, osten- 
sibly in order to remove the Jewish settlements in the north 
from the 40km. range of terrorist katyushas in southern 
Lebanon, 

To be sure, the PLO’s infrastructure there has been wiped 
out, But the scourge of terrorism has not been ended. Instead 
of the devil it knew,. {srael has now had to face a newly- 
created foe in the locul Shiites, who comprise un 
overwhelming majority of the population in the region, The 
Shiites had themselves been victims of PLO oppression, and 
originally welcomed the IDF’s entry into their localities. But 
the harassing measures taken by the Isrueli soldiers for their 
own protection have turned a great many Shi'ites against 
Israel. 

Thus the IDF's protracted stay in southern Lebanon has 
produced the conditions not of security but of insecurity for 
Galilee. 

Today a sizable number of southern Shiites willingly offer 
haven and support to terrorists, many of whom ure doubtless 
themselves Shi'ites. An attempt to buse the peace of Galilee 
on Shi'ite cooperation now will have less chance of success 
than it did a year ago, when the government's efforts were 
mainly directed at obtaining formal concessions from the 
Lebunese authorities, Yet with the death last month of Major 
δι΄ δα Haddad, the one local military force firmly aligned with 
Israel has been dealt ἃ blow. 

Finally, although the PLO is no longer deployed militarily in 
southern Lebanon, it remains ἃ potential threat, in dilferent 
form. Yasser Arafat at least managed to keep all fictions of his 
organization from violating his cease-fire undertaking to 
Israel, But he has been removed, his place taken by Syrian- 
backed Abu Mussa, who aims to restore the PLO as a fighting 
terrorist force. 

It is easy enough to speak, even now, of ussuring the 
security of the country’s northern border. But it is difficult to 
see what new agency could provide that assurance that was 
not available 20 months ago. namely an international force, 
and the IDF manifesting its deterrent and retaliatory capacity 
from this side of the border, But now the conditions may be 
even harder than before. 

To achieve this end, it would surely not have been necessary 
lo wuge 4 bloody and costly war in Lebanon. 


Karp Kosmetics 


THE KARP Report, which lays bare the failure of.the security 
authorities to take adequate steps against Jews who violate the 
rights of Arabs in Judea, Sumaria and Guza, is due to be 
placed today before the Knesset Luw Committee, and made 
public. On Sunday the cabinet took it up. without most 
ministers having read the text. 

This did not prevent those ministers who were familiar with 
the report from seeking to preempt and undercut it even prior 
to publication. The clear purpose was to create the impression 
around the cabinet table that there wus very little ta the 
allegations by author Yehudit Karp. a deputy attorney- 
general. Thus the interior minister, Yosef Burg. quoted from a 
potice document which claimed that the report was one-sided, 
failed to show the whole picture and reflected the personal 
views of Ms. Karp. ἢ 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim sought to minimize the el- 
fect of the expected revelations about the number of unsolved 
crimes by Jews against Arabs in the administered territories by 
promising to submit ἃ list of unsolved crimes by Arabs against 
Jews. As though the point were not that there was a gruve dis- 
parity in the attention paid by the authorities to the two kinds 
of crime. ; δ 

The cabinet was plainly expected to draw the conclusion 
that the law applied equally to Jews and Arabs in the 
territories. Indeed, 4 statement to that effect starts off a policy 
declaration on law enforcement in the territories tabled by 
Mr. Nissim and adopted by the cabinet with a few amend- 
ments. 

The statement is patently untrue. Jews and Arabs in the 
territories are, for one thing. subject to two different iegal 
systems — Jews to ordinary Israeli law, Arabs to military law. 
Thus while the ease of a Jew accused of murdering an Arab 
will be heard before an Israeli district court, an Arab charged 
with the assassination of a Jew will be brought before a 
military court from the judgment of which there is no appeal. 

Any attempt to whitewash such basic facts can only prove 
that the legal equality of Jews and Arabs in the territories is. at 


best, a desideratum.

A CALIFORNIA version who ure professional accountants 
iW of Israel's Dapei Zahav 
(Golden Pages) is being 
produced by a private company In 
Encino and creating much demand 
among the Hebrew-speaking Ppop- 
ulation of Los Angeles, according to 
Prof. Daniel Elazar of the Jerusalem 
Centre for Public Affairs. ᾿ 
The publishing company, which 
apparently has no connection with

through other means,” says Elazar.

BANKERS are supposed to be a 
secretive lot and should never 
divulge information about the tran- 
sactions they handle for other peo- 
ple, They are the trustees of the 
deposits made by their customers. 
Extreme discretion is required of 
them. And nowhere are they more 
discreet than in dealing with their 
own actions. 

Even the tax authorities are 
denied access to people's bank ac- 
counts. Only the Bank of Israel's ex- 
aminer of banks is to demand any 
document or item of information 
necessary for supervising banking 
practices. This information remains 
secret unless circumstances require 
2 public-act such as the closure of a 
particular bank or restrictions on its 
freedom of operation. ~ 


Of late, some of the rules of 
secrecy seem to have been tossed to 
the wind. The public has been 
treated to an endless stream of in- 
formation and misinformation 
regarding the banking affairs, the 
personal relationships and the al- 
leged international transactions of 
Ya‘acov Levinson, former chairman 
and chief executive of Bank 
Hupaalim. 

These leaks if indeed they are 
leaks, are almost entirely one-sided. 
Their purpose is to prove 
Levinson’s involvement in transac- 
tions that had not been formally ap- 
proved by the bank's present direc- 
tors and executive officers. 
Levinson’s own statements have 
been confined to a request for an 
objective examination of the mat- 
ter. : 

At first, the press leaks were 
vague, and only hinted at unaccep- 
table behaviour. But before long the 
Piquant gave-way to apparently 
documented details of international 
transactions. Levinson continued to 
react calmly, addressing himself 
only to specific points and once 
again asking for an objective ex- 
amination. Such. facts as were dis- 
clased by a committee of two, 
Amiram Sivan and Shraga 
Rothman, were handed selectively 
lo the press and naturally the press 
had a field day. However I doubt if

even the most naive reporter 
believed that he had all the facts. 


HOW COULD it happen that. what 
was sacrosanct one day could be 
used as ammunition in this sort of 
in-fighting the next? 

How is it that sensitive inter- 
national transactions, involving 
foreign companies and official 
agencies could be revealed to a 
largely ignorant public? How is it 
that Bank Hapoalim did not inform 
the stock exchange and the security 
authorities and foreign investors of 
the exact extent of the bank's losses, 
which affect the shareholders here 
and bank's affiliates abroad? 

It is distressing to be on the 
receiving end of this orgy of self- 
revelation and to witness the tar- 
nishing of the image of a bank that 
only a short while ago was inviting 
the public to ‘come grow with us."" 

And Bank Hapoalim is not just 
another bank. [15 directors are ap- 
pointed with the approval of Hevrat 
Ha'ovdim, which is the top body 
controlling the non-trade Union ac- 
tivities of the Histadrut. Those 
directors are supposed to reflect a 
more public-spirited manner of 
thinking than those of other 
business enterprises. But to the 
amazement of the general public, 
nothing of the kind is apparent in 
their behaviour over the Levinson 
affair, and tha attacks on him con- 
ducted on behalf of the bank by 
anonymous leak managers. 


PERHAPS one should be generous, 
and admit that some of the excesses 
are being committed by people who 


care little about Histadrut values 


and are apparently mere 
technocrats. But this generosity 
cannot be extended to the top peo- 
ple in Hevrat Ha’ovdim. They 
should, by now, have put an end to 
the ugly public bickering and the 
tarnishing of the bank's image, If 
there is something to be in- 
vestigated, then where are the cer- 
tified accountants who examine the 
bank’s records every year?

Sir. — While Greece attracts 
some 6 million tourists annually and 
Spain more than three times .this 
number (not including land entries), 
Israel's tourist total wavers around 
one million, 

There are many obvious reasons 
for our failure to compete with 
other Mediterranean destinations. 
Apart from all else, a ‘major deter- 
rent in attracting tourists from 
Europe is the tourism industry's 
long-time habit of quoting mtes in 
dollars.

The iniliative taken by the Tel 
Aviv Grand Beach hotel, back in 
September 1983. to quote for Euro- 
pean tour operators rates in their 
own currency earned plaudits from 
the travel trade as well as from the 
Ministry of Tourism. The 
Prestigious London-based Travel 


Trade Gazette Europa, in its issue of 
October 28. praised the example set 
by the Grand Beach as the “start of 
an encouraging trend.”
